GOVERNMENT DEMANDS 


FLOUR SUPPLY REPORTS 


All Householders Must Report Hour Supply at Oncs- 


Frinted In Kewspapers Must be Used, 


-Card 


All householders In Pennsylvania have been ordered by the United 


States irood Administration to report the quantity of flour in their pos- 
session on a flour supply card issued by the Federal Food Administrator 
for this County and printed below in this paper. 
The card will not b3 


issuer! in other form than that found printed in the newspapers so that 
If you are affected by the order you must cut out the clipping and mail it 
to the Federal Food Administrator for your County. 


The following statement was issued by Mr. Heinz, Federal Food Ad- 


minipi'-ator for Pennsylvania, in commenting on the above rule: 


"The flour supply card issued by the Food Administration is the first 


step in a campaign to fleam how much wheat flour is stored away in the 
homes. 
Householders are given the opportunity to report en the flour 


supply card the number in their households, the amount of wheat flour on 
hand (including whole wheat and graham flour) and the amount they 
consider their thirty days' requirement. 
Those who fail to report will 


run the risk of prosecution and the penalty for hoarding—$5000 fine and 
two years' imprisonment or both. 
If any persons fail to report, the Food 


Administration can promise them no lenlenpy, if found guilty of hoarding 


"By directing the public to state their flour holdings on the flour sup-' 


ply card the Food Administration is taking the step necessary to prevent 
a poc^blo flour famine. Hoarders hasten famine. If next May, June or July 
-we find ourselves without wheat flour, it will be because thousands of tons 
are stored away in collars by unpatriotic householders who banish any con- 
eld-era tion of the soldiers in their greed to have their own desire satis- 
fled. The flour supply card is a government action which will meet with 
the approval of all those who have taken the time to study food conditions 
abroad and who know therefore that food Is probably the foremost factor 
In winning the war."

Mife these days following an appeal 
made to her to conserve all the old 
bones from the kitchen, that they may 
be used in the manufacture of glycer- 
in and then Incorporated Into bombs 
and shells for the army in France. 
The movement has the approval of the 
minister of munitions. 


The appeal to the housewife says 


that bones will produce grease, which 
yields glycerin for explosives; glue 
for the making of airplanes and bone 
meal, a fertilizer which increases food 
crops and thus aids in the battle 
against the German submarines. 


For the bones which were formerly 


thrown away or burned the housewife 
will receive one cent a pound from 
her butcher or margarine dealer, who 
in turn will receive a profit of one cent 
a pound in turning them over to the 
general collector, to whom a fair prof- 
it also is allowed. 


From the enthusiastic response from 


the women of England it begins to 
look as if the plan to "Win the war in 
the kitchen" will prove popular with 
those unable to go to the front or 
otherwise offer their services to the 
government.

States food administration, says that 
the American farmer still receives a 
higher return per bushel from wheat 
than from a*hy other cereal crop.

where the rations are more liberal 
The commission for relief in Belgium 
brought something to them m Bel- 
glum, but, especially since the Ameri- 
cans left, it had to be stretched a long 
way. 


"Aren't you hungry?" some one 


asked one of the Belgian children. 


"Why, no," the ten-j ear-old replied. 


"I ate yesterday."

Casino, where the women of Evian 
had laid out a breakfast. Six or seven 
childien, too weak 1o *hind the mile'^ 
walk, were can led in the l>u' Ameri- 
can Red Cross ambulances that trans- 
port the old men and women week- 
days, when the trains bung in the 
French repatriates.

Casino—much too dark for the pic- 
tures that ought to have been token 
of them—and it was still very gra> 
twilight v hen they came out. 


One of the American Red Cross 


nurses who was helping care for 
them saw two little girls arguing 
sleepily about something or other. 


"N'est-ce pas?" the tinier of the two 


said as she came up. "C'est le matin; 
c'est pas le soir?"—"It is morning, 
isn't it? It's not evening?" 


Later, when the children were pass- 


ing the American Red Cross doctor, 
who examined them for contagious 
diseases, the nurse learned more. Lu- 
cienne and Louise, sisters, came from 
near Namur. Their father had worked 
In a Belgian factory until the Germans 
took it over; then he'quit. He did not 
get enough to eat, and last winter he 
died. Their mother worked In one of 
the municipal kitchens and made a 
bare living so, but not quite enough for 
all three—so she sent them out to 
France to grow fat and happy while 
she toils on in the soup kitchen.

FLOOR SUPPLY DEPORTS 


Card 
All Kouseiiolders Mest Report Flour Supply at Once 
Printed In Ifewspapers Kust lie Used. 


All householderi In Pennsylvania have been ordered by the United 
States Food Ad-ninistration to report the quantity of flour in their pos­ 
session on a flour supply card issued by the Federal Food Administrator 
for this County and printed below In this paper. 
The card will not be 
iBsued in other form than that found printed in the newspapers so that 
If you are affected by the order you must cut out the clipping and mail it 
to the Federal Food Administrator for your County. 
The following statement was issued by Mr. Heinz, Federal Food Ad­ 
ministrator for Pennsylvania, in commenting on the above rule: 
‘‘The flour supply card issued by the Pood Administration is the first 
step in a campaign to fleam how much wheat flour is stored away in the 
homes. 
Householders are given the opportunity to report on the flour 
supply card the number In their households, the amount of wheat flour on 
hand (including whole wheat and graham flour) and the amount they 
consider their thirty days' requirement. 
Those who fail to report will 
run the risk of prosecution and the penalty for hoarding—$5000 fine and 
ty/o years' Imprisonment or both. 
If any persons fail to report, the Food 
Administration can promlsa them no lenienpy, if found guilty of hoarding. 
“By directing the public to state their flour holdings on the flour sup­ 
ply card the Food Administration is taking the step necessary to prevent 
a posBiblo flour famine.’ Hoarders hasten famine. If next May, June or July 
we find ourselves without wheat flour, It will be because thousands of* toü« 
are ßiored away in ccillars by unpatriotic householders who banish any con­ 
sideration of the soldiers in their greed to have their own desire satis- 
fled. 
The flour supply card is a government action which will meet with 
the approval of all those who hare taken the time to study food conditions 
abroad and who know therefore that food 1» probably Xhe foremost factor 
in winning the wan"

For the bones which were formerly 
thrown away or burned the housewifl» 
M’ill receive one cent a pound from 
her butcher or margarine dealer, \vho 
in turn will receive a profit of one cent 
a pound in turning them over to the 
general collector, to whom a fair prof­ 
it also is allowed. 
From the enthusiastic response from 
the women of England it begins to 
look as if the plan to “Win the war in 
the kitchen” will prove popular with 
those unable to go to the front or 
otherwise o<Ter their services to the

Tramp Into Allied Village. 


LED BY POILU TRÜMPETERS 


Worn by Hunger, Tired, All Sing Na< 
tional Anthem—Big Celebration at 
Evlan for Them—Glad to 
Escape Germans. 


Évian-les-Bains.—Five hundred lit­ 
tle clilldren, a trifle tlred-looklng, per­ 
haps a little hysterical because worn 
by the strain of three days on the train, 
tramped joyously up the street, their 
wooden sabots pattering a triumphant 
tattoo on the hard pavement, skipping, 
some of them, to the blare of the 
trumpeters who led the way, and cry­ 
ing “Vive la France** at every welcom­ 
ing tri-color. They rushed up by doz­ 
ens to shake hands with anyone who 
was on the street to see them at five 
o’clock in the morning. 
Each of them was dressed in his or 
her Sunday best, and toting a home­ 
made pack. All the time the six old 
ex-Pollus tooted away on their trum- 
jiets as they led the bobbetty proces­ 
sion. It reminded one of the Pied Pi­ 
per who piped strange tunes in Ilamo- 
lin and led away all the village chil­ 
dren when their elders refused to pay 
him for ridding the town of its rats. 
These trumpeters were leading Bel­ 
gian children to a warm meal at 
Bvian. 
Five hundred children, who 
had left their mothers and fathers In 
the land where food is scarce, were 
on their way to a big refuge in the old 
Chartreuse monastery at Le Giandier. 
' 
There the Belgian government and the 
American Red Cross have fitted up a 
liome for a thousand refugees. 
Not Enough to Eat. 
They were not orphans—just chil­ 
dren who were not getting Enough to 
eat. Back in Belgium a Belgian com­ 
mittee had picked them out as under­ 
nourished and asked their mothers to 
let them go to France, where wheat 
and sugar are not too plenty, but 
where the rations are more liberal. 
The commission for relief In Belgium 
brought something to them in Bel­ 
gium, but, especially since the Ameri­ 
cans left, it had to be stretched a long 
way. 
“Aren’t you hungry?” some one 
asked one of the Belgian children. 
“Why, no,” the ten-year-old replied. 
“I ate yesterday.’' 
The trumpeters piloted them to the 
Casino, w’here the women of Evian 
had laid out a breakfast. Six or seven 
children, too weak to stand the mile’s 
walk, were carried In the big Ameri­ 
can Red Cross ambulances that trans­ 
port the old men and women week­ 
days, when the trains bring in the 
French repatriates. 
There was a big celebration in the 
Casino, The mayor of Kvian made a 
speech, but most of the children were 
obviously much too tired to try to 
puzzle out Ills big words. They were 
much more Interested in the band. 
The band played “The Savoyard/’ the 
anthem of Kvian’s mountain province, 
and then it played the “Brabançonne,” 
tiio national hymn of Belgium. 
Those children stood up on tho tables 
to applaud and wave their handker­ 
chiefs ! 
They know it, every one of 
them, although they had not been al­ 
lowed to sing it out loud for three 
years. 
Some of them were so small 
that they must have learned it behind 
closed shutters. U1Ï in a corner half a 
dozen little girls joined hands and 
danced. 
Too Tired for Candy. 
But they were tired out; there were 
one or two who were too tired to eat 
the candy placed beside them—and 
that is very tired. And In the middle 
of the second verse of the “Braban­ 
çonne,” one small son of Belgium laid 
his head on his arms and went to 
sleep. 
And before the “Marseillaise” 
.was sung there were sleepy little 
I groups, oblivious to the noise about 
tliem, at every table. 
It was dark A\hen they entered the 
Oasino—much too dark for the pic­ 
tures that ought to have been taken 
(if them—and it was still very gray 
twilight when they came out. 
One of the American Red Cross 
nurses who was helping care for 
them saw two little girls arguing 
sleepily about something or other. 
^‘N*est-co pas?” the tinier of the two 
said as she came up. “C’est le matin; 
c’est pas le soir?”—“It is morning, 
isn’t it? It’s not evening?” 
Later, wlien the children were pass­ 
ing the American ped Cross doctor, 
who examined them for contagious 
diseases, the nurse learned more. Lu­ 
cienne and Louise, sisters, came from 
near Kamur. Their father had worked 
Jn a Belgian factory until the Germans 
took it over; then he quit, lie did not 
l^et enough to eat^ and last winter ho 
died. Their mother worked In one of 
)he municipal kitchens and made a 
bare living so, but not quite enough for 
all three—so she sent them out to 
Fi*ance to grow fat and happy while 
l5ho tolls on in the soup kitchen. 
Lucienne and Louise seemed a bit 
weepy as they told their story, but they 
bzightened quickly. It 
always morn­

Worry over ill health and his inability 
to enlist in the army are believed to have

Traders Run Goods From Finland 
Into 
Sweden, 
Bringing 
Enormous Returns. 


AIDED BY FRONTIER LAXITY 


Maparanda Is the Dawson of Sweden's 
Ncv/ Klondike Where Gold and 
Wine Flow Freely—^Typical 
Night Scenc. 


Tornea, Russia,—The Tornen river 
Is irojcen over again and business is 
good la snuigglers’ haven. 
Fj’om far 
up in the Arelic tundra of Lapland 
down 
to 
iee-iilled 
Tornea 
bay. SO 
miles south 
of the circle, 
sledges 
drawn by reindeer, dogs and ponies 
are crunching across the liver by 
night, laden to the runners with tea, 
coiTee, rubber and sugar, all bound for 
Sweden, where they are worth almost 
their weight in gold. 
Their sources are Russia and Fin­ 
land, and their immediate destinalion 
Haparanda, on the Swedish side of the 
Tornea river, where ex-sailors, hotel 
waiters and a typical collection of 
frontier town types are making money 
hand over fist and drinking champagne 
for breakfast. 
Haparanda is Swedish, as diiYerent 
from war distracted and revolution- 
ridden Kussian Tornea as if it were 
Siundreds of miles away, instead of 
being separated only by a ten-minute 
sleigh ride in winter and a ten-minute 
ferry trip in summer, across the mile- 
^ wide, salmon-filled river. 
Haparanda 
, is the Haw’son of the new Klondike, 
and its gold comes from sledges that 
slip by the Russian frontier guards, 
full of the commodities Sweden needs. 
It is nearly Arctic, and in the heart 
of winter, there is daylight only live 
liours. 
Frontier Customs Post. 
'B efore the war Hajiaranda was a 
tiny village, a frontier customs post. 
Tiie Russian frontier gendarmes were 
vigilant and those wiio slipped through 
from Finland with smuggled goods 
w’ere very few and far between, and 
tliere \vas less incentive to smuggle, 
for 
Sweden 
imported 
freely 
from 
across the seas. 
Tiie war made Tor­ 
nea 
the 
rival 
of 
Archangel 
and 
Vladivostok as a port of entry into 
Russia. 
Haparanda shared the g;iln. 
Business buildings of wood and a large 
hotel that looks like a typical Amer­ 
ican small town hall sprang up almost 
overnight. 
It Is still growing, 
Tiie goose that lays the golden egg 
that buys wine and keeps the poker 
games going lives over In Finland, 
which, although short of food itself, 
permits milliorts of kroner worth to 
slip through every month, 
A year ago a Swedish prea(iier, on 
an innocent mission, was shot by a 
Russian frontier guard. 
The troublp 
th at resulted led to almost complete* 
laxity at the frontier, and now on 
any dark night »scorcib of sleighs slip 
across the river, unmolested, and de­ 
posit their cargoes on 
the Swedish 
side. 
Some of the guodb go through 
^ the Swedish customs lioust»«. and the 
duly js paid. 
Kven wiilj the Swedish 
duty tliere is tremendous prolit on the 
shipments.

pounds) brings 20 across the fnmtiei.

Is spending it, 
buying for every one who will accept. 
At a corner table, tipsy but dignified, 
a group of Swedish ofiicers stiffly re­ 
ject such familiarity. 
At the other 
tallies are Russian ofiicers, In civilian 
clothes, who have slipped across from 
prohibition Tornea to make a night of 
it; Finnish smugglers, over for the 
same purpose, and jierhaps a dozen 
P^nglishnien, Americans or Frenchmen, 
just escaped from Russia’s troubles'’ 
and stopping unUl the night train for 
Stockholm, all glad for a breath of 
gayety in a neutral town. 
This is any night—but on “punch 
days,** the tliree days each month wiien 
it is permitted to sell brandy and oth­ 
er spirits, the line of sledges that 
cross the Toniea is continuous, and in 
the bedlam of noises the ‘Mcappelmeis- 
ter*' and his players cannot make 
Uiemselves heard. 
So they make it 
unanimous and join the crowd.

First Metal Working Machine 
Built of Concrete and Iron.

Chicago.—•'While the entire country 
has been clamoring for quicker action 
in furnishing munitions for war pur­ 
poses, Chicagoans have been quietly 
solving the problem of how to produce 
the maximum number of big guns and 
shells in the shortest possible time. 
Ai a results C’hicago has become an 
active center for the manufacture of 
nuichinery for smashing A^on Hinden- 
burg’s di^feiist^s, 
'riie first of the newly invented 
matiiines being made here is a lathe 
which turns and bores shells with ex­ 
treme sjieed. The second is a machine 
for boring big guns of an> sizo or 
length, and the third is a i>laner of 
record-breaking size. 
Tln^ planer is 
built of concrete and iron and in the 
first nuial'Working jnachine that has 
r\i V Imh ri buUt of that combination. 
It ib the biggeist machine of its kimj in 
the world. 
Thl^t machiitos are so unusual in 
constru(‘tion, and can be built with 
such speed that the nn iljod* of manu­ 
facture ha\i* attr)icted wide atlention 
among expirts. 
Saves Two Years' Delay, 
Machinery U'^mI fur war purposes 
formerly was made so slowly that it 
would be impoi>:5ibU‘ to supply with it 
the lU’esent demand for quick con- 
«trurtlon. 
An attempt to build the 
blK planer of iron, at’rurding tu rtgu- 
laiion me,lhods, ’would have meant a 
tM..y uf at lea.'rit two years. 
llii* maiiiine for boring guns is SO 
feet long and w'eighb CU tons. 
But It 
can be ¡ilaced in the mammoth planer, 
whicli lias a bed 184 feet long and 
weighs

Lucien L Yeomans, a nephew^ of Grover 
Cleveland. 
He is tho only machinist 
tho family has produced since the 
days when one of his ancestors made 
muskets for the Revolutionary army. 
Four of the big ijianes arc being 
built and one is almost finished, al­ 
though the drawings for it were not 
ready until Christmas day. 
Instead 
of requiring two years for the work, 
the first machine will be w’orklng with­ 
in tw*o months from the time its foun­ 
dations w'ere dug. 


Can Handle Big Cannon. 
Each of the planers costs $85,000. 
As all the material upon which they 
Nvork will be extremely heavy tw'o 
traveling cranes are being put up 
nearby. 
The boring machines which are to 
be made on the planers can handle a 
cannon 3H feet long and having a cali­ 
ber of 14 or 10 inches, close to the 
limit of heavy ordinance. 
Several thousand of the shell mak­ 
ing machines have been produced. 
Each of these machines can turn and 
bore a shell in from 15 to 20 minutes 
and is usually run 24 hours a day. 
One conjpany has just placed an or­ 
der for more than 100 of these ma­ 
chines, a second ordered 75, and a 
third SO. 
They make the American G and 8- 
inch shells anj.! the British 0.2-inch 
shells. 
The French are the same size as the 
American. 
Tliese machineii turn out shells* that 
aro meant only for high exjjlosives. 
The shop in which these machines 
are being mado W'as built in 18 days 
and great speed lias maiived every step 
in the work, Tho machines weigh ten 
tons each tuid are sold at ?3,000, Thej' 


CHINATOWN LOSES 
ITS OLD GUMOR 


Internal Reform Has Clamped 
the Lid on the Notorious 
District. 


BRANDED CAPTAIN 
HAS NAME CLEARED 1 BIS IBK 


SLUMMING NO MORE 


Visiting In New York's Oriental Quar^ 
ter No Longer Has Thrill#—Long 
Wars Given Place to Busi­ 
ness. 


Now York.—^Reform has put the lid 
on a section of New York city that was 
notorious in tho old slumming days; 
Chinatow’n has lost its glamor and Its 
charm. No longer Is the Chinatown of 
old tho haven for the professional 
guide, although a few sightseers still 
ask to be .show’n over the district. A 
few years ago it was possible for the 
guides to stand on the spot where a 
Hop Sing Tong membei* had assassi­ 
nated an On Leong Tong follower the 
night before. 
Now these spots have 
been iorgotten, so long has it been 
since a killing has taken place. 
Gambling has been practically wiped 
nut. The better clement of Chinatown, 
the Chinese themselves, agreed.that 
too much money was invested in busi­ 
ness there to permit tong wars to con* 
tlnue. 
So a peace parley resulted in 
an agreement to stop the killings. On* 
ly once in several years has this agree» 
ment been violated. The business men 
through their associations, have main­ 
tained a close watch on the unbidden 
guest to the district, and his move* 
ments are foHoNved for fear that h( 
might violate the tranquility that now 
abides. 
Modern Chinamen In Control. 
AVith the moving away froni'^the sec­ 
tion of the bad men, some of whom 
were sent to prison for long terms 
their places were taken by the more 
Am<aricanized Chinese. They no long­ 
er wear “pig tails.” Modern shoes and 
clothing have replaced the Oriental 
costumes and many of the Chinamen 
speak very good English. The young­ 
er generation have had the advantage 
of education in the public schools, for 
the great mass of the people wiio now 
live in Chinatow^n w’ere born in this 
country. 
AA’ith the ending of the tong wars 
some of the landmarks soon passed 
Also the thrills for visitors have dis­ 
appeared. In tho days when the glory 
of Chinatow’n Avas at its height, saloons 
flourished in all their garish splendor. 
There w^ere singing and dandng wait 
ers who attended to the business oi 
servipg customers. 
No Opium Smoking Now, 
In one of these places a waiter 
could make $10 a night, for he not 
only had the right to take tips, but all

AA'olf,** who has four murders to his 
credit and who was serving a term of 
52 years in the state penitentiary, wiil 
be a free man next year. 
Governor 
Brough having reduced the sentence 
from 52 to 15 years, 
Standridge has already served 14 
years. Once Standridge escaped from 
prison and before he was captured he 
killed a man and a w’oman and shot 
another woman’s arm off. He also kill­ 
ed a prison guard. 
In New^ton county, the home of the 
“AVolf,*i news that he is to be released 
has caused fear in the heart of more 
than one man—especially those who 
testified against Standridge when he 
w^as tried for murder.

Washington. — The 
government 


through the provost marshal's office 
Is undertaking to organize a volunteer 
army of school teachers throughout 
the entire land, so as to secure an 
efficient industrial army to stand be- 
hind the men with guns in their hands 
and enable the United States to fight 
*he great war to a successful conclu- 
sion. It is a very big undertaking and 
like many of the efforts put forth by 
the government at this time much de- 
pends upon the voluntary assistance 
of loyal and patriotic people. 
The 


matter has been taken up with Presi- 
dent Wilson and he has expressed the 
opinion that the school teachers of 
America, those who are now engaged 
in teaching the children of the coun- 
try patriotism, will come to the aid of 
the government. 


In order to enforce the selective 


draft system the country was organ- 
ized with 5,000 local boards to pass 
upon the returns which the selected 
men made. In the office of each local 
board, comprising the district which 
the board controls, are the answers to 
the questionnaires of something like a 
total of 10,000,000 men. 
About 1,500,- 


000 have already been selected for the 
fighting forces of the National army, 
but there remain in various classes 
men who could be extremely useful to 
the government on account of the 
knowledge and skill which they have 
attained in their daily occupations. 
It is necessary for the provost mar- 
shal's office at Washington to obtain 
information as to the qualification, ex- 
perience and adaptability of these men 
to the work which is necessary in con- 
nection with the war. 


Pershing Needs Skilled Men. 


For instance, not long ago General 


Pershing wanted 1,000 bricklayers. He 
wanted them not as civilians, but as 
soldiers. He neededjihem for particu- 
lar 
work which was to be done 


for the support of the army in France. 
Then" again there was a call for 5,000 
spruce lumbermen; that is, men who | 
had a knowledge of the lumbering and 
logging business, who could go into 
the woods and get the spruce lumber • 
necessary to make airplanes. 
Then ' 


there is a call for motor mechanics, 
and for men skilled in many other 
lines of industry who as soldiers will 
perform as great a service in support- 
ing the army at the front as will those 
men who are working industriously for 
the government all along the line In 
order to make the fighting forces ef- 
fective. 


Now the provost marshal's office is 


in need of the information that is on 
file in the offices of the various local 
boards, and the only way this informa- 
tion can be obtained is through the 
voluntary assistance of some particu- 
lar class of people. It has been de- 
cided that the school teachers of the 
country by giving a little of their 
time each day to the work can obtain 
from the local boards the information 
which the provost marshal must have 
in order to secure the classification of 
the men so as to make up the various ' 
lists that are necessary to make the | 
army the great machine which it is j 
designed to be. 


Get Facts From Questionnaire. 


In order to get this information mil- 


lions of cards have been printed and 
sent to the various local boards, upon 
which is to be copied from the ques- 
tionnaires on file with the boards the ; 
necessary information respecting each 
individual selected man that the pro- 
vost marshal's office desires. 
Upon 


this card the man will be classified ac- 
cording to the findings of the local 
board, but the important feature will 
be his classification as to occupation 
and skill in any particular profession, 
trade or industry; his familiarity with 
tools and Instruments, or other kinds 
of work. It will make no difference 
what his occupation may be, the infor- 
mation concerning the man will be put 
upon the card and these cards sent to 
the provost marshal in Washington. 


It is proposed to classify at least 


3,000,000 men who will be available 
for service In the United States aa 
soldiers. They will be put in uniform 
and subject to the same discipline as 
the other selected men. Instead of be< 
ing trained with guns and for fighting, 
they will be trained for particular duty 
that is needed. 


It, is the Intention of the provost 


marshal's office to make the selection 
of men for these industries so as to 
cause the least possible disturbance 
among worklngmen, or in the Indus* 
tries of the country. The selections 
will be made from all sections of the 
country and In such a manner as to 
cause the least trouble. 


The greatest difficulty which the 


provost marshal's office has expert 
enced in connection with this work It 
that of obtaining the information on 
file with the various local boards. The 
officers believe, however, that the solu- 
tion of the difficulty will be found to 
the voluntary assistance of the school 
teachers throughout the country.

through the provost marshal’s oftlce 
Is undertaking to organize a volunteer 
army of school teachers throughout 
the entire land, so ns to secure an 
efTiclent industrial army to stand be­ 
hind the men with guns in their hands 
and enable the United States to fight 
<he great war to a successful conclu­ 
sion. It is a very big undertaking and 
like many of the efforts put forth by 
the government at this time much de­ 
pends upon the voluntary assistance 
of loyal and patriotic people. 
The 
matter has been taken up with Presi­ 
dent Wilson and he has expressed the 
opinion that the school teachers of 
America, those who are now engaged 
In teaching the children of the coun­ 
try patriotism, will come to the aid of 
the government. 
In order to enforce the selective 
draft system the country was organ­ 
ized with 5,000 local boards to pass 
upon the returns which the selected 
men made. In the office of each local 
board, comprising the district which 
the board controls, are the answers to 
the questionnaires of something like a , ^ 
total of 10.000,000 men.

Now the provost marshal’s office Is 
in need of the information that is on 
file in the offices of the various local 
boards, and the only way this Informa­ 
tion can bo obtained is through the 
voluntary assistance of some particu­ 
lar class of people. 
It has been de­ 
cided that the school teachers of the 
country by giving a little of their 
time each day to the work can obtain 
from the local boards the Information 
which the provost marshal must have 
in order to secure the classification of 
the men so as to make up the various 
lists that are necessary to make the 
army the great machine which It Is | 
designed to be. 
Get Facts From Questionnaire. 
In order to get this Information mil- j 
lions of cards have been printed and 
sent to the various local boards, upon 
which Is to be copied from the ques­ 
tionnaires on file with the boards the 
necessary information respecting each 
individual selected )nan that the pro­ 
vost marshal’s ofiice desires. 
Upon 
this card the man w'lll be classified ac­ 
cording to the findings of the local 
board, but the important feature will 
be Ills classification as to occupation 
and skill in any particular profession, 
trade or industry; his familiarity with 
tools and instruments, or other kinds 
of work. 
It will make no differencq 
what his occupation may be, the Infor-* 
matlon concerning the man will be put 
upon the card and these cards sent to 
the provost marshal in Washington. 
It is proposed to classify at least 
3,000,000 men who will be available 
for service in the United States aa 
soldiers. They will be put in uniform 
and subject to the same discipline aa 
the other selected men. Instead of be­ 
ing trained w’ith guns apd for fighting, 
they will be trained for particular duty 
that is needed. 
It, is the intention of the provost 
marshal’s office to make the selection 
of men for these industries so as to 
cause the least possible disturbance 
among ^yorkingraen, or In the Indus­ 
tries of the country. 
The selections 
will be made from all sections of the 
country and in such a manner as to 
cause the least trouble. 
The greatest dlillculty which the 
provost marshal’s office has experl 
enced In connection with this w’ork Is 
that of obtaining the Information on 
file with the various local hoards. The 
oiflcers believe, however, that the solu­ 
tion of the difficulty will be iound In 
the voluntary assistance of me school 
teachers throughout tbe country.
